Offer Made For the $100,000,000 Lot 
Approximate Nearly Six Times the 
Amount 
Required—Senator 
Vest 
Criticises Morton—Doings of the 
Day In the House. 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Four thousand 
six hundred and forty bids for $558,269,- 
850 worth of bonds. 
This is the tre­ 
mendous total of 
the 
subscriptions 
opened at the 
treasury 
department 
Wednesday in accordance with the terms 
?f the call issued a month ago, inviting 
proposals for $100,000,000 of United 
States 4 per cen* bonds, to run for 
thirty years from tf’eb. I, 1895. These 
figures do not include about $120,000,000 
of “crank” bids rejected as bogus. 
The 
immense offerings astounded experts. 
The bids literally swamped the treas­ 
ury department, which was so taken by 
surprise that at 6 o’clock at night, al- 
thought extra clerks had been hurriedly 
t drafted, the work of tabulating the 
bids was still in progress, and it was 
Impossible to tell with definiteness how 
many bids and for what aggregate had 
been received at figures in advance of 
the upset price of 110.6877, at which a 
syndicate composed of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., Harvey Fisk 
& Co., and the 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin offered to take 
the vtrhole loan. 
The bids ranged from par up to a sin­ 
gle $50 bid at 150. 
Treasury officials 
regard the loan as a complete success, 
both as to the popular subscription fea­ 
ture and the prices obtained. 
Bids came from several thousand in­ 
dividuals and from hundreds of na­ 
tional banks and other hanking insti­ 
tutions. 
Nearly all the leading New 
York hankers and big insurance com­ 
panies were represented on the list of 
bidders, but with few exceptions they 
were outmaneuvered by the Morgan 
syndicate. 
Owing to the confusion caused by the 
magnitude of the offerings and the con­ 
sequent delay in classifying and sched­ 
uling the bids any authoritative state­ 
ment of policy that will be pursued can­ 
not be made at this time. 
As the great bulk of the offerings 
were below the Morgan figure, it is be­ 
lieved that the syndicate, headed by the 
great New York banker, will be ac­ 
cepted for at least $50,000,000 and pos­ 
sibly more. 
In any event no hid be­ 
low the syndicate rate of 110.6877 will 
be accepted, as that rate covers the en­ 
tire loan. 
It is understood that Mr. Morgan will 
procure a part of the gold from abroad 
and will not need to deplete the treas 
ury to furnish any part of/ the gold 
called for under his hid. 
There are a vast number of bids for 
figures fractionally rising 110, but un­ 
der the Morgan figure, and for amounts 
aggregating sufficient to take up the 
entire loan. 
Among them were the 
offers of the Stewart & McCall syndi­ 
cates, including the big insurance, 
banking and trust companies of New 
York city, which stood ready to take 
huge blocks of bonds at figures in ex­ 
cess of prices named a week ago as high 
m ark for long lots.

The Hansbrough resolution was then 
taken up and Mr. Vest took the floor 
in support of it. 
Mr. Vest severely 
criticised the practice of furnishing 
costly flowers from government green­ 
houses for the receptions at the execu­ 
tive mansion. He closed shortly after 
2 o’clock with a remarkably sarcastic 
and bitter peroration. Mr. Vest’s speech 
proceeded beyond 2 o’clock, disposing 
of the Quay resolution for the day. 
The resolution to distribute appro­ 
priation bills among the several com­ 
mittees was again taken up. Mr. Teller 
took occasion during the debate to refer 
to the success of the bond issue. Large 
as the offerings are they would have 
been larger if the secretary of the treas­ 
ury had received bids at a fixed price 
for the bonds. Clumsy and awkward as 
the bond submission had been, lacking 
tho essential features of a popular loan, 
yet it completely answered those who 
had talked of the necessity of looking to 
foreign syndicates to sustain our credit. 
The debate on distributing the appro­ 
priation bills ran through the entire 
afternoon and was not concluded when 
the senate went into executive session 
and then adjourned until to-day.

Washington, Feb. 6.—After a hot de­ 
bate, following its defeat, the District 
of Columbia appropriation bill was re 
committed to the finance committee 
Wednesday. Amendments making ap­ 
propriations for sectarian charitable in­ 
stitutions were voted down and the bil 
put upon its final passage. The speak­ 
er announced the vote—135 yeas, 145 
nays. 
Sixty-one Republicans voted 
against the bill. 
Mr. Grosvenor (rep.) of Ohio movet 
to reconsider. The motion was carriec 
—189 to 90. Mr. Grosvenor then moved 
to re-commit the bill, with instructions 
to re-examine the bill and report on the 
subdivisions under the head of chari­ 
ties. The motion was carried without 
division. 
At 3 o’clock the house went into com 
mittee of the whole (Mr. Paine in the 
chair) and took up the consideration 
of the free coinage substitute for the 
house bond bill. 
Chairman Dingley gave notice that 
at the proper time, under the instruc 
tion of the committee on ways ana 
means, he would move to nonconcur 
Mr. Dingley spoke almost two hours 
Mr. Crisp gave notice that at the proper 
time he would move that the house con 
cur in the senate substitute. 
At 5 o’clock the house took a recess 
until 8 o’clock for the purpose of allow 
ing members to speak in the evening 
There were less than fifty members at 
the night session of the house and the 
galleries were a barren waste. 
Mr 
Bell (rep.) of Colorado, Wilson (rep 
of Idaho, Little (dem.) of Arkansas, Lin 
ney (rep.) of North Carolina and Shat 
roth (rep.) of Colorada argued in favor 
of concurring in the senate free coinage 
substitute, and Mr. Daniel (rep.) of New 
York in favor of the committee’s rec 
ommendation to nonconcur. At 10:35 
the house adjourned.

Resolution to That Etfeet Reported to 
the Senate. 
Washington, Feb. 6.—The senate 
committee on foreign 
relations 
has 
agreed upon a substitue for the resolu­ 
tion heretofore reported on the ques­ 
tion of the recognition of Cuba and 
Senator Morgan reported it to the sen­ 
ate, saying it met with his full approv­ 
al. 
The substitute is in the shape of a 
concurrent resolution. 
As reported it 
is as follows: 
“Resolved, By the senate, the house 
of representatives concurring, that in 
the opinion of congress a condition of 
public war exists between the govern­ 
ment of Spain and the government pro­ 
claimed and for some time maintained 
by force of arms by the people of Cuba; 
and that the United States of America 
should maintain a strict neutrality be­ 
tween the contending powers and ac­ 
cord to each all the rights of belliger­ 
ents in the ports and territory of the 
United States.” 
Senator Call gave 
notice that he 
would call up the resolution as soon as 
he could secure the attention of the 
senate. 
The foreign affairs committee 
voted to make an effort to take up the 
Cuban question in the senate as soon 
as the urgent deficiency bill and the 
resolution for the distribution of the 
appropriation hills can he disposed of. 


D E B A T E NOT H A M PE R E D . 


No Restriction Placed on Talk on Free- 
Colnage BUI. 
Washington, Feb. 6.—No agreement 
has yet been reached in the house on 
the amount of time to be given to tho 
debate on the senate free coinage sub­ 
stitute for the bond bill. In order to 
give as many statesmen a chance to 
talk as desire evening sessions have 
been begun, and will be continued until 
the matter is disposed of. There is no 
disposition on the part of Mr. Reed or 
the party leaders on the floor to cut off 
the debate, although it is thought that 
the house will by* an overwhelming ma­ 
jority refuse to concur in the senate 
silver amendment. Contrary to the us­ 
ual custom no special rule has been re­ 
ported, but the house will consider the 
measure in committee of the whole and 
reach a vote by a practically unanimous 
agreement by the end of the week.

student. 
This 
solves the mystery. 
Last Saturday 
morning the body of a woman, evident­ 
ly murdered, with the head cut off, was 
found near Fort Thomas, Ky., a few 
miles from this city. Since then the 
officers of this city, Newport and Cov­ 
ington, Ky., have exhausted every effort 
to find the murderer. 
The first clew 
was struck yesterday at Greencastle, 
Ind., developing one of the most brutal 
murders on record. 
At 10:18 at night the following tele­ 
gram came flashing over the wires and 
was delivered five minutes later: 
“Greencastle, Ind.—To Col. Dietsch, 
Chief of Police, Cincinnati: Arrest and 
charge with murder of Pearl Bryan one 
Scott Jackson, student at dental college, 
about 25 years old, 5 feet 7 or 8 inches 
high, weighs about 135, blonde, sandy 
mustache, light complexion, effeminate 
in appearance. Arrest if in Cincinnati 
William Wood, friend of Jackson, and 
charge as accomplice; about 20 years 
old, 5 feet ll inches, light blonde hair, 
smooth face, rather slender, weight 
about 165. We go from here to South 
Bend after Wood, as he left here for 
that place. 
“CRUM. 
“M’DERMOTT. 
“PLUMMER.” 
Accordingly, at 10:45 o’clock Scott 
Jackson, was in the mayor’s office under 
examination by the mayor and chief 
of police. The culprit was perfectly de­ 
scribed in the above telegram from the 
detectives. He stood the ordeal with 
apparent calmness, though it lasted till 
midnight, most of the time before the 
mayor and chief alone. 
The prisoner, Scott Jackson, 
was 
clean and neatly dressed and youthful 
in appearance. 
His naturally 
ruddy 
face flushed perceptibly under the ex­ 
amination and his light blue eyes wan­ 
dered from his questioners in spite of 
a visible effort to hear up and look them 
square in the eyes. He faltered slightly, 
but immediately braced up. 
There was at no time an expression of 
indignation at his arrest. Nor did he 
exhibit any signs that he felt humil 
iated by it. His account of his where­ 
abouts last Friday night was not by any 
means satisfactory, nor conclusively 
was it conclusively convicting. He de­ 
nied guilt, but admitted that he knew 
Pearl Bryan. He could 
tell nothing 
about where she was or where she had 
been during the past few weeks. 
The worst point of Jackson’s storj 
—the weakest part of it—is that about 
his conduct on last Saturday night. He 
boarded at 222 West Ninth street, next 
to Robinson’s Opera House. On Satur­ 
day he took a valise and left it in Leng- 
ler’s saloon, opposite his boarding­ 
house. This valise he carried with him 
all over the city that day and evening 
The theory is that the head of th* 
murdered girl was probably in the va­ 
lise and he was traveling about with it 
to destroy it without being discovered. 
The accounting for this valise and 
why he carried it all day and night 
puzzled him more than anything else 
In fact, he prevaricated, and afterward 
acknowledged that he had lied. He la 
committed without bail.

S IT U A T IO N IS GRAVE. 


Prolonged Fight Over Kentnckj Senator­ 
ship May Lead to Bloodshed. 
Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 6.—The senatori­ 
al situation here is grave. There ap­ 
pears no way to avert serious conflict 
between the opposing sides, which may 
result in bloodshed and loss of life. On 
the result of today’s deliberations de­ 
pends the cutcome of the serious­ 
ness of the situation. 
The plan as 
arranged by the republicans is to 
unseat Kaufmann and Tompkins, the 
two democratic representatives whose 
seats are contested by republicans. As 
econ as this is done the senate will 
oust four democrats, but cannot seat 
anyone, as there are no contests, but 
charges will he preferred for violation 
of the law. 
There ie fear on all sides of trouble at 
the capitol. Captain Gaines, of the lo­ 
cal militia, is holding in readiness his 
company, and will be at the capitol at 
a moment’s notice. 
There was a prolonged caucus held by 
both parties last night. Senator Black­ 
burn went into the halls of the demo­ 
cratic caucus at 8 o’clock. He made an 
earnest appeal to sound money demo­ 
crats to stand by their party and pre­ 
vent the election of a republican sena­ 
tor.

Despondent and Oat of Work. He Re­ 
moved Hit Parents, Wife and Chil 
dren Beyond the Reach of Starva­ 
tion—Murder W as Deliberate and 
W as Accomplished With Care. 


Chicago, Feb. 6—Crowds still sur­ 
round the Klatkee house, where s von 
lives 
were 
taken 
yesterday. 
A 
peculiar 
feature of 
the 
e*'me 
was the lack of any indication of a 
struggle on the part of any of the vic­ 
tims, and a heavy odor, which appeared 
to be that of chloroform, pervaded the 
house. From this it was surmised that 
Richard had first chloroformed the en­ 
tire family, and had then, at his leisure, 
taken deliberate aim and had put the 
bullet into the brain of each. 
Klattke was despondent. His family 
was cold and hungry. Since Christmas 
he had been out of work, and he ended 
his troubles. 
A close examination of the remains 
showed that one of the victims alone 
had any warning of her fate. This was 
Mrs. Kale Klattke, the wife of the mur­ 
der®*. She, it appeared, had struggled 
with her husband before the fatal shot 
was fired. Her hands were scratched 
and her clothing torn. She had evident­ 
ly been overpowered and thrown on the 
bed beside the dead body of her little 
7-year-old daughter, Emma. The pillow 
and bed clothing were saturated with 
blood which had flowed from the wound 
in the right cheek just below the eye 
of each. The bullets had been fired at 
close range and the faces of the vic­ 
tims were burned and torn by the 
force of the powder. 
In another room a still more san­ 
guinary spectacle presented itself. On 
one of the two beds lay the bodies of 
the aged couple, each with a revolver 
bullet through the right cheek. Neither 
seemed to have stirred from the posi­ 
tion of rest which they had taken on 
retiring. 
In each case powder burns 
told of the close range at which the 
shots were fired. 
On the other bed lay the other two 
children, Mina and Anna, each with 
features calm and peaceful, as though 
In sleep, but disfigured by the awful 
blackened wound in the right cheek. 
On the floor was the body of the mur­ 
derer with his revolver by his side. 
Six empty cartridge shells were strewn 
about the floor. 
He had emptied his 
weapon and reloaded it. One shot of 
the new load was needed to complete 
the work, and it found its way into 
Klattke’s brain. 
On a chair lay a whetstone and two 
knives, each of which had been sharp­ 
ened to the keen edge of a razor. It 
was evident that Klattke had prepared 
for a possible failure of his revolver 
and had arranged for a certain substi­ 
tute. The knives were not needed. 
His aim was true and in every case, the 
doctor said, and death must have been 
instantaneous.

T O A M E N D M U L C T LAW. 


Twat Billa In trod aced In the Iowa Senate* 
Wednesday. 
Des Moines, Iowa, Feb. 6.—Mr. Early- 
(Rep.) of Sac Wednesday introduced im 
the house two bills to amend the mulct' 
law under the provisions 
of 
which* 
liquor is sold in Iowa. The first elimi­ 
nates from the law the section requir­ 
ing the signatures of 65 per cent of th * 
voters in counties having no town of 
5,000 inhabitants to petitions of consent 
to the sale of liquors. If the bill should 
become a law it would leave these coun­ 
ties in the same position as those con­ 
taining cities able to permit the sale oL 
liquors on the petition of a majority of 
voters. The other bill applies the mulct 
tax of $600 per annum and as much 
more as may be added by city councils’ 
to pharmacists holding permits wha 
sell liquors for use as beverages. 
It 
is thought the bills have a good chanco 
to become law. 
There is every indication that tho 
legislature will change the method of 
drawing juries in the state in a very 
important respect. 
Two years ago a 
law was passed to provide that jurors 
should be drawn from the total number 
of voters in the counties. The law has 
been conceded a failure, resulting im 
getting men of too low a standard o f 
intelligence on juries. The judiciary 
committee of the senate has considered 
a measure to return to the old sy»* 
tem, with some modifications, and will 
report it favorably. 
It is proposed* 
however, that a larger number of nameflt 
shall he reported to the county clerk,, 
from which to draw jury lists, than w as 
required under the old law.

The locomotive engineer is a remark­ 
ably placid fellow, with a habit of de­ 
liberate precision in his look and mo­ 
tions. 
He occasionally turns a calm 
eye to his gauge and then resumes a 
quiet watch ahead. Three levers which 
he has to manipulate are under his 
hand for instant use, and when they 
are used it is quietly and in order, as 
an organist pulls out his stops. 
The 
noise in the cab makes conversation 
difficult, but not as bad as that heard in 
the car when passing another train,with 
or without the windows open, and in 
looking out of the engine cab the ob­ 
jects are approached gradually, 
not 
rushed past as when one looks laterally 
out of a parlor-car window. The fact 
is that the engineer does not look at 
the side—he 
is looking 
ahead—and 
therefore the speed seems less, as the 
objects are approached gradually. 
Those who have ridden 
at ninety 
miles an hour on a locomotive know 
that on a good road (and there are 
many such) the engine is not shaken 
and swayed in a terrible manner but is 
rather comfortable and the speed is not J 
so apparent as when one is riding in a 
parlor car, where only a lateral view 
is had. The engineer can be very com­ 
fortable if he is quite sure of the track 
ahead and it is only in rounding curves 
or in approaching crossings that 
he 
feels nervous, and it is doubtful ii 
it is any more strain to run a locomo­ 
tive at high speed than to ride a bicycle 
through crowded thoroughfares. Judg­ 
ing by the countenances cf the bicycle 
rider and the engineer, the engineer has 
rather the best of it.—Railroad Gazette.
